The April election will sooa bo 


here, and we deem it portinent just 
now to call the attention of tax pay 
ers to the permanent or hard road 
law, which was passed by the last 
General Assembly. To be ruudo ef- 
fective a petition must be pignod by 
50 free holders, and presented to the 
town clork 3U days before election, 
asking him to incorporate the ques- 
tion jf adoption or rejection in his 
call for tho annual town mealing. 
Thf petition must aleo sot forth what 
roiulH, not exceeding two, through tho 
territory, of the township, shall bo 
improved, as also how long the levy 
of $1 per $100 shall rnu, not exceed 
ing live years. If a majority of vo- 
ters decide so. it then becomes a law, 
and tho highway commissioners are 
compelled to build stone, gravel or 
macadam ronds as far as the money 
goes each yuar. Phociou Howard, of 
Danville, of the permanent state road 
association, was hero yesterday, in 
teresting our citizens iu favor of the 
new law. If we are ever to hav« 
good roads, tlnn law seems to be a 
fttir beginning, and wt> hope our busi- 
ut'i.s men will take hold of and push 
it through.

He is confined in a room kept dense with 
steam and antiseptic vapors, tho pur- 
pose of which is to break up tho bronchial- 
pneumonia nnd pi event further disorgani- 
zation ot thn organs thus aTe< ted.

The engines to hava a steam cylinder 
of 20 inches iu diameter to a ^G-inch 
stroke, tilted with improved Rey- 
nold's gear. Tho cylinders are to be 
steam jacketed of ^he most Improved 
style, and neatly lagged with black 
walnut lagging, secured with nickel 
headed screws 
The pumps are to 


be double acting piston pumps and 
eleven inches in diameter by a thir 
ty-six inch stroke.
